Takes 2 Towns 60 Miles From Manila

American doughboys, smashing

Gen. MacArthur reported gen- 
eral American advances on Luzon 
late yesterday, shortly after Pa- 
cific Fleet Chief Adm. Nimitz an- 
nounced another devastating car- 
rier plane blow against Formosa, 
chief Japanese supply base for the 
Philippines. 

MacArthur said the Americans 
captured Capas and Santa Monica, 
'11 and 13 miles respectively south 
of Japanese-burned Tarlac City. 
American capture of Tarlac was 
‘reported Sunday. The Americans

Absolute candor marks the exchange 
of letters between President Roosevelt 
and Secretary of Commerce Jesse Jones 
relative to the former’s request that the 
latter resign so that Henry Wallace can 
be given the post. 


The President is indeed oRligated to 
Wallace. The ex-vice president, dropped 
from the fourth-term ticket in an effort 
to render it more acceptable to conserva- 
tives in the party, accepted his lot with 
unprecedented good sportsmanship. He 
worked both diligently and intelligently 
throughout the campaign, evidencing a 
lovalty to Roosevelt and the party which 
won him new support in many quarters. 
Mr. Roosevelt, in truth, is politically jus- 
tified in his declaration that “Henry Wal- 
lace deserves almost any service which he 
beNeves he can satisfactorily perform.” 


But neither, for that matter, is there 
any denying the truth in Jesse Jones’ re- 
action that Mr. Roosevelt’s turning over 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
and other fiscal adjuncts of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce “to a man inexperi- 
enced in business and finance will be hard 
for the business and financial world to 
understand.” Mr. Wallace is indeed “in- 
experienced in business and finance.” 
And. while he has undeniably gained 
added public stature in recent months, he 
is still far from popular in economic and 
industrial circles. Business, in short, may 
be expected to put up the same kind of 
objection to Wallace as would organized 
labor had FDR named Jimmy Byrnes to 
succeed Madame Perkins. 


To our way of thinking, the most sig- 
nificant aspect of the change, speaking of 
Byrnes, is that the resignation of Jones 
leaves the south without representation 


in the cabinet and Byrnes’ long-delayed 
return to private life will mean that not 
a single southerner holds a top-ranking 
office in the entire Roosevelt administra- 
tion. 


The retirement of the beloved Ten- 
nessean Cordell Hull and the forced resig- 
nation of the Texas banker, Jesse Jones, 
mean that there is no southerner in the 
cabinet for the first time since Herbert 
Hoover named William N. Doak, of Vir- 
ginia, secretary of labor 15 years ago. 


Despite—or, rather, because of—the 
fact that it has given overwhelming ma- 
jorities to Democratic party nominees con- 
sistently, the south now finds itself, as 
the fourth term gets under way, with no 
direct representation in the upper strata 
of a Democratic administration. 


This stems not from the fact that there 


is in all the south no statesman of cabinet © 


caliber. Rather it is attributable to our 
“solid” status, to the fact that the political 
plums are inevitably given to doubtful 
areas. The Democratic party, in short, is 
sure of the south, feels no apparent com- 
punctions about utterly ignoring it when 
there are honors to be passed out or ap- 
pointments to be made. 


The Republican party, according to 
Washington sources, is interested in build- 
ing anew. If it approaches the matter in- 
telligently, there is genuine indication that 
its efforts to effectuate an organization in 
the south will meet with a more sympa- 
thetic acceptance than has ever been the 
case heretofore. ' 


The south, tired of being the nation’s 
stepchild, is evidencing increased interest 
in the two-party system. If the “solid 
south” is no longer solid in 1948, the Dem- 
ocratic party will have only itself to blame.

In view of the refusal of Marshal Stalin

‘ship made by Chungking presents itself as 
a potential of vast importance. 


It might well presage, if the meetings 
are successful, active participation by Rus- 
sia in the war against Japan, once the 
Germans are eliminated as the European 
enemy. In view of Russia’s long-standing 
enmity for the Japanese—dating from the 
Russo-Japanese war early in the century— 
it would not be surprising if Moscow final- 
ly severed relations with Tokyo once the 


Of equal great significance, however, 
is the implication, in Chungking’s over- 
tures to Moscow, that the differences be- 
tween the Chiang government and the Chi- 
nese Communists in the Shensi and Kansu 
provinces are finally in process of settle- 
ment. With Ciinese divided, as they 
are, in at best an armed truce, it has 
been impossible to bring the full weight of 
Chinese arms against the joint enemy, 
Japan. However, if Chungking seeks the 
friendship of Soviet Russia it is simple 
logic to conclude that agreement for na- 
tional unity must be near with the Chi- 
nese Communists. 


Chiang’s recent promise of establishment 
of a constitutional government for all 
China is but further evidence of the satis- 
factory trend in Chinese internal and in- 
ternational relationships. Such a consti- 
tutional government could not, by any ex- 
cuse, claim to represent all China if it did 
not include members of the Chinese Com- 
munist group, which is said to dominate 
areas with a population of 85,000,000.

Army Censorship 
Defeats Own Purposes 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill is en route 

around the world as a member of the American 

Society of Newspaper Editors’ mission in behalf 

of universal news freedom.

WITH THE U. S. NINTH ARMY.—While Gen. Eisenhower has 
been trying to convince American soldiers that fraternization with 
the enemy is dangerous and that German youth has beer poisoned 
by Nazism, some Army Intelligence officers have tried to suppress 


-one of the best evidences of the supreme commander’s contention. 


This incident is the climax of a steady growth of interference 
by American Army officers who are not connected with censor- 
ship, but who try to restrict the policy of freedom of news within 
the bounds of security laid down by the supreme commander. 

In this case a 17-year-old German girl was arrested on suspicion 
of participation in sabotage. In her possession were found papers 
on which she had written in the most violent terms her day-by- 
day thoughts concerning American soldiers and what she would 
like the Germans to do to them. 

These papers constituted one of the few evidences that have 
come into Allied hands of the true feelings of the Germans toward 
the Americans. Newsmen considered it a good story, also strong 
support for the campaign against fraternization. 

A Ninth Army briefing officer who read quotations from the 
girl's writings in official reports passed them on to correspond- 
ents, who wrote the story. 

But because the story developed in First Army territory field 
censors called First Army censors and asked if there were any ob- 
jections to the story. 

As a result a First Army counter-intelligence corps officer called 
the Ninth Army command and objected, declaring that the girl’s 
writings were secret and that anyway when the story was released 
it should be given out by the First Army to correspondents ac- 
credited to the First Army. 

Correspondents’ dispatches then were held in the First Army 
for three days while field press censors, all junior officers, tried 
to get them released. : 


Meanwhile, a British woman correspondent 
tried to interview the girl and her parents. 


Parents Willing 


The parents were willing to tell what Nazi teachings had done to” 


their daughter and how she had changed. The correspondent, how- 
ever, was forbidden by Army officers to pursue the matter. Fur- 
ther, she said, she was told that “anyway, you are not accredited 
to this (the First) Army and when the story is given out it will 
be given first to First Army correspondents.” 

This development of press relations officer competition to make 
their areas exclusive hunting grounds for correspondents accredited 
to their units has been one of the war’s unwelcome developments. 
Apparently it is based on an idea that news of concern to the world 
can be sliced up like a cantaloupe and dealt out through one channel. 

After three days the Ninth Army correspondents’ stories were 
definitely ‘stopped. The reason given was that if the fact were 
published that the girl had written these things it would discourage 
other girls or boys from doing the same and thus spoil evidence in 


future arrests. 

7m} Recently another similar case cropped up in 
Similar Case the Ninth Army but the story already had been 
passed and the storm fell on the hapless censor’s head. The story con- 
cerned a campaign by Dutch churches and other authorities to put 
a brake on hasty romances between Dutch girls and American sol- 
diers. An American Army chaplain, at the request of Dutch clergy- 
men, tried to have the story stopped. 

Censorship directives are supposed to be laid down by supreme 
headquarters and followed without interference, with each Army 
G-2 (intelligence section) deciding what violates security. But there 
is nothing to prevent an irate colonel from calling field press cen- 
sors—who are seldom more than captains—and putting on the pres- 
sure. 

The toughest stories to get passed are those revealing flaws in 
the Allied military machine. Recently Associated Press Correspond- 
ent Kenneth L, Dixon wrote a dispatch telling why some RAF 
air fields were caught off guard New Year’s Day when attacked by 
the Luftwaffe. 

Ninth Army field censors, not having authority to pass on mat- 
ter originating in another area, sent it to supreme headquarters 
censorship where it was juggled like a hot potato and then passed 
on to London for the British air ministry. In London the dispatch 
finally was passed, after two or three days, with minor cuts. The 
delay, however, had taken the edge off its timeliness. 

As supreme headquarters has mushroomed into a complex com- 
mand of many armies and air forces, Eisenhower's censorship has 
been pushed farther and farther away from what was originally 
intended as outside interference has increased. Chief sufferers 
from this, besides the correspondents, are the field censors, who 
are hammered from both sides.

Out on a Limb Again 
With War Prophecy 


Long-time readers of this column, if such 

there be, will corroborate a boast that it has 

' , been on the rarest occasions the column has 
ventured into the role of prophecy about the future—particularly 
with forecasts about the war. Such as when it will end, etc., etc. 

Oh, occasionally, we've succumbed to the temptation to stick 
out the old neck and, usually, have lived to regret the audacity. But 
those exceptions but go to prove the general rule. 

Today, however, we are venturing another prophecy. This not 
on when Germany will collapse and surrender, but on how she will 
come to the end of her beastly and tragic story of Nazi militarism. 

And the forecast we feel impelled to make is not an optimistic 
one. It is, however, an honest expression of opinion. 

Briefly, it is this: Germany will never surrender en masse, 
with a definite day and hour set for cessation of fire on all fronts. 
As there was on the front in France at 11 a. m. on November 11, 
1918, for instance. 

Rather, German forces will, piece by piece, be killed or cap- 
tured, or, in the words of German war communiques, areas and 
cities will be “evacuated.” And, as organized resistance ends in 
one sector after another, the remaining Germans of the Wehr- 
macht will be transformed into bands of. guerrilla fighters. In 
short, Germany will not be completely subdued, there will be no 
chance for real peace, until we and our Allies have occupied, by 
force, every square mile of German territory. 

We've got to take each one of the rats by its individual throat 


and choke it into submission. 

? However, even before the war against 
Can They Stand! Germany begins to turn into a job of 
wiping out innumerable, scattered guerrilla bands, there is a ter- 
rifically hard fight ahead. Both on the east and in the west. That 
is to smash and break through the German defenses along the 
borders of their homeland. Not until the Allies ir? the west have 
successfully crossed the Rhine—after chewing up as many German 
armies as they can west of that river—and not until the Russians 
have successfully broken over the Oder river defense line, will the 
end be near. 

We have known the Hitler strategy for a long time, though we 
may be apt to forget it. He made it quite clear when, after losing 
control of the Mediterranean and after the invasion of Italy, it 
must have become evident even to Adolf that Germany’s holding 
defeat was certain. 

That strategy called for the holding on to occupied territories 
as long as possible and as long as such occupation was profitable 
in the form of war materials. 

When the Germans were to retreat behind the Siegfried line 
in the west and behind the Oder defenses in the east and hold off 
the enemy on all sides until the last German soldier is slain or 
captured. 

The retreat of the Germans from France and Belgium was part 
of this strategy. A withdrawal behind the Siegfried line when 
they could no longer hold France. How tough a job the breaking 
of that Siegfried line is we and our Allies on the west have learned. 

The Russians are making miraculous advances in the east today. 
It is to be hoped that, in those advances, they are killing and cap- 
turing large numbers of the enemy, and smashing his equipment. 
To weaken him for the final struggle. 

But, facing hopeless odds in the east, we must remember the 
withdrawal to the Oder is, again, part of the Hitler strategy of 


defense. 

Incidentally, many Allied military observers be- 
Ais to Italy ite the Germans will shortly withdraw their forces 
from Italy, setting up a defense line, shorter and stronger, across 
the Brenner Pass. How well they can defend such a line has been 
demonstrated on the Italian front which has been almost static so 
long. 

So, this column, without regard to the danger of such prophecies, 
hereby predicts that the fighting in Europe will continue for many 
long and weary months, perhaps into 1946. For the job of smash- 
ing across the Rhine from the west and the Oder from the east is 
not going to be easy, either for the western Allies or the Russians. 

And, after those tasks are accomplished, it is going to be a long 
and tough and ugly job, the rooting out of the last guerrill& fight- 
ers in the Reich. 

All of which sums up into the logic that it is best for us to 
tighten our belts, strengthen our determination and work harder 
than ever before, as a nation, to provide the essentials for the victory 
which, however hard and long deferred, we much achieve if we 
would make the world a safe and decent place of residence for our 
children and grandchildren.

Russians Answer 
Armchair Generals 


WASHINGTON.—The Russians have given a 

thumping answer to the criticism of some of 

. our armchair strategists who have professed to 

see something sinister in the long inactivity of the Red army on 
the eastern front. 

Only a short time ago these critics were accusing the Russians 
of laying down on the job of knocking Germany out while the 
brunt of the fight was being borne by American and British forces 
on the western front. 

Not since the British and Americans launched the invasion of 
France months ago had the Russians mounted a full-scale offen- 
sive, it was pointed out. 

Some people took this to mean that the Red army, after engag- 
ing in a death struggle alone with the Nazis for three years, were 
now prepared to sit back and let us do the fighting. By opening 
up the second front we removed the pressure from them in a way 
to give them greater freedom of action. They might easily have 
followed such a course had they been willing. ° 

But from the magnitude of the five or six major offensives the 
Russians have launched simultaneously within the past week we 
now know that the Red army has not been idle during these months 
of seemingly strange inactivity. 


: Competent military authorities say that the 
Vast Preparation scope of the present offensive operations 
on the eastern front is conclusive evidence that their preparation 
required at least four months. So extensive are they that they 
could not have been built up in a matter of weeks. 

What is now apparent is that the Russians took advantage of 
the breathing spell afforded them by the invasion of France and 
used the time to lay the foundations for their greatest offensive 
of the war. 

Military analysts place that sort of an evaluation on recent 
events on tke eastern front. The current Russian drive is believed 
by many to have the force and capacity for bringing the European 
war to an early end. 

The Russians are now less than 200 miles from, Berlin. The 
plains ahead offer a perfect setting for a great Russian winter 
offensive. 

But the threat to Germany extends all along the 600-mile front 
where massive movements of the Red army are taking place. In 
the earlier Russian offensives the Germans were always able to 
eee back, trading territory for time. That is no longer possible, 

ecause as the Red army approaches Germany's industrial center 
the achievement of any one of its objectives could leave the heart 
of the Reich open to a final and fatal thrust. 

Military authorities regard the offensive through south Poland 
as potentially the most powerful of the lot. If this can be joined 
up deep in Silesia with another movement through Slovakia, they 
say, Germany will suffer a blow that well may be fatal, as the 
Reich could not easily survive the loss of its own rich Silesia and 
the highly industrialized areas of Slovakia. 


In the meantime, it is pointed out that the cap- 
East Prussia ture of Warsaw forebodes the early fall of East 
Prussia, which probably will be the first part of German territory 
to be taken by the Russians. While that in itself would not be 
fatal, it would be a severe blow to German morale. 

With or without a supporting British-American offensive on the 
western front before spring, the present Russian drive is recog- 
nized by authorities as having the greatest possibilities. It is the 
biggest thing that has been developed by the Red army thus far, 

Except for an unseasonable’ thaw which set in on the eastern 
front a few weeks ago, it is now apparent that the Russian winter 
offensive would have gotten under way much earlier. That served 
to hold them back, it is said.. Since then winter has closed in tight 
over the Polish plains and the Red army has started rolling. 

Because of the destruction of transportation facilities behind 
their lines by the retreating Germans, the Russians were put to 
an insuperable task to bring up the millions of tons of supplies 
necessary to mount the invasion. The fact that they have per- 
formed this miracle is evidence enough that they have not been 
dle. 

If there is any lesson in the present developments, it is that 
the critics should be less hasty to judge the good intentions of our 
Allies. The Russians are continuing to perform magnificently.

CHICAGO.—These shy and win- 
some little essays have pointed out 
the failure, thus far, of radio, with 
its licentious freedom of expres- 
sion, to achieve any reform or pro- 
mote any campaign in the public 
interest, comparable to many feats 
of journalism, 


Apropos this, there is now rag: 
ing in Mr. Hearst’s Chicago Herald- 
American, a crusade so furious and 
so obviously right in its cause that 
the clamor may be effective even 
against the apathy, local pride and 
legal handcuffs which have re- 
duced this civic giant to a state of 
matted filth. 


Chicago, behind its cosmetic 
lake front, has-become a. horrible 
dump, of decay and squalor. There 
have been, in the past, sporadic 
assaults by local papers on phases 
of this decline, such as the slums, 
the nuisance and menace to health 
of coal smoke, the incompetence 
and corruption of successive city 
and county administrations, and 
the dilapidation of the urban 
transportation system. But never 
before has the false pride of the 
community been flouted as a first 
condition in a campaign to arouse 
the people to a realization of their 
own condition. This is risky busi- 
ness in Chicago. Here the New 
Yorker is regarded with sullen re- 


the obvious horrors of a run-down 
community. Here is a popular 
disposition to chuckle at the criti- 
cisms of Americans from lesser 
towns as the naive fault-finding of 
uncomprehending hicks. 


Nevertheless, the Herald-Ameri- 
can, under the supervision of Lou 
Ruppel, lately a captain of Ma- 
rines, has been ripping into Chi- 
Sago’s soft under-belly, which is to 
say the people’s civic vanity, with 
a series of revelations, accomp- 
nied by pictures so appalling that 
they stun. The response has been 
good, although results, of course, 
cannot be produced until the an- 
ger and self-sympathy of the peo- 
ple mounts into a great popular 
political revolution. 

This is the first time that a local 
newspaper has had the intelligent 
courage to admit that the fault 
is not the guilt or incompetence, 
the greed or indifference of any 
minority element such as bankers, 
politicians or property-owners but 
in Chicago, itself. Chicago has 
gone back. The city hasn’t even 
stood still. Those who can afford 
to move to the suburbs do so and 
they include many of the very 
people who proudly call them- 
selves Chicagoans and resent the 
mention of conditions which they 
left town to escape. 


Chicago’s temperament is dis- 
tinctive. The people have heroes 
and are diverted by the baseball 
and football clubs and spectacles 
at Soldier Field on the lake front. 
They flare up and speak of their 
opera and concerts and, always, of 
the undeniable grace of the shore 
and the sky line of decorative busi- 
ness and residential buildings 
which conceals the failure and 
filth behind. 

There are jobs for millions in 
the clearance and rebuilding of the 
city when the war is over. Rup- 
pel’s campaign in the Herald-Amer- 
ican is constantly warning of the 
danger of permitting the veterans 
to return to such squalor with 
no plan ready to give them 
jobs and a promise of homes in 
clean and optimistic surround- 
ings. He throws Robert Moses at 
them, a New Yorker, who builds 
parks, erases slums and replaces 
them with decent apartments and 
play areas. He hammers away at 
the subject so difficult for people 
to understand, the need of plan 
and of political co-operation be- 
tween not only the parties and 
their leaders but between the state 


and the city as well. 


are inconsistencies and omissions. 
For example, those who have fled 
to the suburbs are more or less re- 
proached for availing themselves 
of Chicago's services, miserable as 
they are, for their work and en- 
tertainment while they pay their 
taxes elsewhere. Yet the very de- 
scription of the squalor in town 
would justify any family in mov- 
ing to bétter surroundings, a trend 
which, incidentally has begun to 
affect the retail trade of the Loop. 
Tax-dodgers are blamed for the 
local government’s failure to col- 
lect taxes and for defects in the 
laws which invite evasion. And 
investors are reproached for ac- 
cepting interest on traction bonds 
allowed them by the courts. 


But this is, after all, a crusade 
calculated to shock the people and, 
apparently, if necessary, to do it 
by shaming their thoughtless old 
pride. It is a strident campaign, 
aggressive, angry and imperative, 
shouting disaster as the alternative 
to reform and reconstructioh by 
action. It conjures visions of Chi- 
cago as a beautiful city where 
murk and misery have been accept- 
ed for 40 years and more. Meth- 
ods and means may be compro- 
mised but the urgent purpose is to 
get things done.

The Fourth Term 
Faces a Real Test 


WASHINGTON.—The beginning of another ad- 
ministration, even if it’s a continuation of the old 
one, is a time for stock-taking. 

The man who took the oath of office as president for the fourth 
time in the simple and brief ceremony on the back portico of the 
White House was a much different figure than the Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, fresh of face, who stood at the front of the capitol nearly 12 
years ago on a raw and gusty March day and lifted up the heart of 
a nation from its sore distress. Banks were crashing all around, and 
breadlines moved slowly and despondently along windy streets. 


President Roosevelt not only has 
served longer than any other chief 
executive, He has served through 
more national cataclysms. Other 
presidents have had depressions or 
Teddy 
Roosevelt had a reform era and 
a time of serious depression. 
Woodrow Wilson had a reform era 
and a war. Franklin Roosevelt 
has had depression at its worst, 
reform of the most basic charac- 
ter and the greatest war this coun- 
try or the world ever endured. 


During the Roosevelt regime the 
government has gone through as 
sharp a change as the man, him- 
self. As a consequence, there's 
a whole new approach of govern- 
ment to the people, the real na- 
ture of which and the ultimate 
consequence of which probably 
must be left to the historian to 
assess. We are too close to it. 

Maybe in the long perspective 
what was once caHed “the Roose- 
velt revolution” will slip naturally 
into its place as a part of a world- 
wide revolution which started 
some time back, perhaps with the 
Russian revolution, perhaps even 
earlier, as the people began to 
burst their bonds. 

Maybe, as some think, it repre- 
sents the chafing of human beings 
in their attempt to accommodate 
themselves, belatedly, to a ma- 
chine age of which, thus far, only 
a part of the population has en- 
joyed the benefits. Those who 
tend the machines want more of 
what they produce, Maybe that’s 
part of it. 

One thing seems certain—that 
Roosevelt the innovator—or rather 
the instrument of innovation—is 
leaving behind as he goes along 
more of permanence in the process 
of change than the other presi- 
dents in this century who have 
tried to adjust government to the 
alterations in society. 

This is not altogether the will 
of Mr. Roosevelt or his adminis- 


tration, much is due to circum- 
stance. 

Woodrow Wilson’s domestic re- 
forms, mild as they were and on 
a somewhat different basis, were 
engulfed in the first World War 
and the happy-go-lucky eras of 
Presidents Harding and Coolidge. 
The federal reserve system was 
turned over by President Harding 
to the management of a country 
banker from Marion, Ohio, for ex- 
ample, and the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, which was supposed to 
track down and destroy monopoly 
and unfair trade practices, went 
into the hands of men who deé- 
cided to let well enough alone, al- 
though occasionally they went aft- 
er some hair tonic or mange cure. 


President Roosevelt’s sweeping 
reforms in every direction have 
tended toward a planned economy. 
This trend has been carried even 
further by the regimentation nec- 
essary to conduct a global war in 
which the government, for the du- 
ration, tells everybody what he 
can do, down to the smallest rou- 
tine of daily living. 

The regimentation which still 
survives in the various Roosevelt 
reforms probably will seem com- 
fortablz: when the war restrictions 
are taken off. And, as a mat‘er 
of fact, the continuance of some 
regimentation will be urged by 
various groups who have become 
accustomed to them and their ma- 
terial benefits—farmers, labor, the 
average citizen, even the business. 
man, though he doesn't always like 
to admit it. 

President Roosevelt has carried 
a majority of the people along 
with him, as the elections attest. 
Nobody else has developed a phi- 
losophy dynamic enough to attract 
a majority. That is the function of 
the opposition party, the Repub- 
licans.

elete, Forrest Fowler. . 

The year Hixon Kinsella was editor at Washington U. was 1919. 
And he did what few college editors have done but what many 
would cherish today; he had made a bound volume of all the issues 
of that year. 

So © ae sprung the old write-ups on “the slender, black-haired 
quarterback, Jim Conzelman.” He hastened to add that the ex- 
cerpts he would read were written by the sports editor. 

Now and then Conzelman would be referred to in the 
paper as a “Piker” quarterback, but, as mentioned earlier, . 
it was not a disparaging term. As a matter of fact, Conzel- 
man. the only real football player Washington had, became 
known as the “player no line can stop.” Doug Wycoff. 
against whom Conzelman played in pro circles later, recalled 
that line the other day. 
But to get back to Kinsella’s well-edited paper which along with 

liberal praise of the black-haired quarterback, Jim Conzelman,

Three Substitutions had never seen the bound volume be- 
fore, that Washington U. made a mistake later in getting away from 
the trade name, Pikers. 

“That's colorfu! and distinctive,” Fritz observed.

“Another thing, Washington U. used only three substi- 
tutes in the games of that day; they oughta been called 
pikers,” the anonymous gentleman declared. 

Jim Conzelman appeared to be listening dreamily as Kin- 
sella provocatively dipped into the pages of the school paper. 

He came across a 55-yard drop kick in one of the Wash- 
ington U. games. It was a kick exceeded only by one other 

in those days. And that was a 62-yard drop kick by George- 

town’s Costello, later Huey Long's double. 

As I said a couple of paragraphs above, Conzelman appeared to 
be listening dreamily as repeated reference was made to the ex- 
ploits of the “slender black-haired quarterback.” And then, at one 
point, Kansas.

But a short time before the end of the game, feel- 
ing still ran high and the 22 players suddenly squared off and 
began fighting. Officials stopped the game and cleared the 
field.

Kalb counties, and after today’s 
formal approval of the proposal 
only details need be worked out. 

The fifth commissioner, Ed L. 
Almand, could not be reached as 
to his attitude in today’s ballot- 
ing, but other commissioners said 
they expect the action to be unan- 


imous. 

Thomas K. Glenn, chairman of 
the Grady hospital board of trus- 
tees, and others who have spon- 
sored implementation of the hos- 
pital authority are expected to at- 
the commission session at 
10:30 a. m. today, 

Under the plan, Emory Univer- 
sity and Grady hospital would 
form the nucleus of a great med- 
ical treatment and research center, 
with private hospitals participat- 
ing to co-ordinate efforts. 

The decision of Fulton commis- 
sioners to implement the authority 
came Saturday when Clarence 
Duncan and Ellis B. Barrett, Ful- 
ton commissioners who previously 
had insisted on a new favorable 
referendum before they would 
vote a countywide tax, reconsid- 
ered, and said they are prepared 
to vote for early activation of 
the authority. 

Commissioners Brown and I. 
Gloer Hailey already were favor- 
able to early action, and Brown 
and Barrett predict that Almand 
will vote with them making the 
commission’s action unanimous at 
today’s session.

This is where German superi- 
|ority in firing power and defen- 
sive armoring has shown up in 
all categories—medium and light 
tanks as well as tank destroyers. 

An example of this superiority 
was demonstrated before Houf- 
falize, when two American tanks 
were sent up to the brow of a hill 
to get off a couple of quick shots 
at a Panther and then retire. The 
Germans got off seven shots while 
we got in two. 

Besides outgunning us the Ger- 
man tanks ‘have tougher skins. 
Almost as important is their im- 
proved design, featuring sloping 
surfaces which our shells crease 
or from which they bounce, but 
which they seldom penetrate,
